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THE THIRTY-SIXTH annual summary by the Bureau 
of Biological Survey of Federal and other game laws and 
regulations is here presented to inform hunters, farmers, and 
others interested in wildlife regarding the relation of restric- 
tions on hunting to the future enjoyment of the sport and 
to aid Federal and State law-enforcement officials in the 
administration of the Migratory Bird Treaty and Lacey 
Acts and other laws for the conservation and restoration 
of game. 

It constitutes in ready-reference form a convenient synop- 
sis of the laws. Provisions relating to methods of capture, 
game refuges, enforcement of laws, disposition of fees and 
fines, and minor matters are omitted, as also ate full texts of 
Federal and Canadian laws and regulations relating to birds 
and game. Species not listed under "open seasons" for 
States and Provinces are protected there at all times. 

Persons desiring information regarding further restrictions 
set by State or Provincial law or regulation on seasons, limits, 
possession, and other hunting provisions should communicate 
with the appropriate officials, whose addresses are given on 
page 37 of this bulletin.

The ducks shown are canvasbacks (Nyroca 
valisineria). 
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INTRODUCTION 
SAVING SEED STOCK FOR THE FUTURE 

IT IS now well recognized that the once-plentiful game of North 
America is facing serious depletion and in many cases possible 
extermination, unless man so mends his ways as to make conditions 
in the future somehow resemble those of the past. The pioneers 
marveled at the abundance of game birds and animals on this conti- 
nent. In recent years hunters have found it difficult to believe the 
accounts of scarcity. Today these accounts, doubted by compara- 
tively few, have in fact become the basis of a national program 
designed to restore the game and other useful wildlife. 

This program represents a part of man's efforts to mend his ways. 
As the mistakes made in his dominion over wildlife are of two kinds, 
so also, if the wrongs are to be righted, must his restitution have a 
twofold aspect. The two mistakes may be described as (1) over- 
shooting and (2) destruction of the habitat in which the game was 
produced. The two aspects of the policy of correction are thus 
(1) regulation of hunting and (2) restoration of areas taken from 
game and unwisely turned into drainage projects or unneeded farm 
lands. Restoration may be furthered in many ways, but as sponsored 
by the Federal Government it has consisted largely of wildlife-refuge 
establishment. The principal accomplishments in such work are told 
briefly on the next page. The main concern of this publication, how- 
ever, is with regulation rather than restoration as a means of conserva- 
tion; in other words, with saving seed stock for the future. 

Game laws have been with the sportsman so long that they may 
have a familiarity breeding a neglect of their values. While abiding 
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by their letter, he may have come to overlook their benefits, and may 
hesitate to welcome additional restraints when these are found 
necessary to the conservation of the game and thus to the future 
of his sport. Furthermore, because abusive hunting practices and 
overshooting are not the sole causes of game decreases — and it 
has accordingly been necessary to call attention to other factors 
involved — there is danger of underestimating the importance of 
restrictions on hunting. Although there are certainly heavy losses 
to game through natural causes, the loss due to hunting may have 
the effect of the proverbial last straw, and it is at the same time 
the loss over which man can have the most definite control. The 
restoration of habitat is necessary to a future game supply, but 
an adequate breeding stock is indispensable. Destruction of the 
breeding stock of today cannot be offset by restoration of nesting 
areas for the future. With these thoughts in mind, the sportsman 
will be likely to give game laws their proper importance. 

THE MIGRATORY- BIRO REFUGE PROGRAM 

The fiscal year that ended in June 1935 registered the restoration 
of 19 major migratory- waterfowl areas and 13 secondary refuges and 
nesting grounds. These involved practically every waterfowl flyway 
in the United States. Among the outstanding bird-refuge projects, 
some of which are already under Biological Survey administration, 
are Lake Malheur in Oregon, Lake Mattamuskeet in North Carolina, 
the Upper Souris and Lower Souris sections in North Dakota, the 
Valentine Lakes area in Nebraska, and the Medicine and Bowdoin 
Lakes in Montana. 

While title to much of the land in these refuges has not been com- 
pletely transferred to the United States, the Biological Survey has 
already undertaken the biological reconditioning of many through 
arrangements with the former individual landowners. An extensive 
development program is under way, including such rehabilitation 
measures as water impoundment, food plantings, building of nesting 
islands, and erection of stock-proof fencmg. 

In addition to the accomplishment of the restoration of these 32 
nesting and feeding refuges during the year, 10 refuges that were pur- 
chased by the Bureau before July 1, 1934, but on which biological 
development had necessarily been neglected for lack of funds, were 
completely rehabilitated through water stabilization, purchase of 
additional feeding, nesting, and water areas, and the rounding out 
of boundaries. 

Out of a $6,000,000 fund recently appropriated, the Biological 
Survey has tentatively set up a refuge program that includes the 
restoration of 43 additional areas aggregating 869,172 acres, which, 
together with the 106 refuges previously set up and the 32 established 
during the past year, will bring the total number of Bureau refuges to 
181, the aggregate area of which is some 3,336,000 acres, exclusive of 
refuges on island chains in Alaska and Hawaii. 

Much of the rehabilitation and development work on the refuges 
has been accomplished through the establishment of Civilian Con- 
servation Corps camps on 26, distributed in 17 States and operating 
under direct supervision of the Biological Survey. Five of these are 
in North Dakota, 2 each in South Dakota, Oregon, Oklahoma, 
Nebraska, and Arkansas, and 1 each in Georgia, North Carolina, 
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Maryland, Michigan, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Missouri, Montana, 
Utah, Nevada, and California. An area in Oklahoma known as the 
"Wichita National Forest and Game Preserve" was transferred 
from the Forest Service to the Bureau of Biological Survey during 
the past year for administration as a major wildlife refuge and research 
station, where many needed studies and investigations will be con- 
ducted of big-game animals as well as upland and migratory game 
birds. 

THE VALUE OF WILDFOWLING RESTRICTIONS 

The 1935-36 waterfowl season will inaugurate many changes in the 
sport of wildfowling, for this season will be one without baiting, without 
hve decoys, without sinkboxes, and without autoloading or other 
repeating shotguns that carry more than three shells. For years 
these four phases of wildfowling have been live topics of discussion in 
every conservation gathering, in every hunting lodge, and in every 
duck blind in the country. They have been the nightmare of officials 
charged with formulating regulations. Now the hunter must hunt 
his game without the aid of these artifices and stratagems. The new 
regulations will doubtless test the prowess of many gunners, and — who 
knows? — they may be the means not only of saving thousands of 
birds for next year's breeding stock but of developing or reviving a 
type of wildfowler that was fast becoming as rare as some of the wild- 
fowl species. 

It has been sought in these annual game-law bulletins to impress 
upon gunners the necessity of exercising moderation in their kill, of 
retrieving all crippled birds, and of doing all those things that ordina- 
rily would insure the return of ample breeding stocks to the nesting 
grounds. Each year has seen an increase in the number of gunners, 
and a progressive decrease in the acreage of the favorite haunts of 
the wild fowl. The plight of the wild fowl has become so desperate 
as to demand the drastic remedial measures being applied this 
season. 

REVIEW OF LEGISLATION FOR 1935 
FEDERAL LEGISLATION 

An amendment to the Migratory Bird Conservation Act authorizes 
the Secretary of Agriculture and the Secretary of the Interior, when 
the public interests will be benefited thereby, to accept lands on 
behalf of the United States deemed by the Secretary of Agriculture 
to be chiefly valuable for migratory bird or other wildlife refuges, and 
to exchange therefor (1) an equal value of lands acquired for like 
purposes, (2) the right to cut and remove from such lands an equal 
value of timber, hay, or other products, or otherwise to use such lands 
when not incompatible with the protection of the wildlife thereon, 
or (3) an equal value of surveyed or unsurveyed, unappropriated, and 
unreserved public lands in the same State, the values in each case to 
be determined by the Secretary of Agriculture. 

Amendments to the Migratory Bird Hunting Stamp Act increase 
the facilities for the sale of the stamps, including sales to nonhunters, 
and simplify the procedure in acquiring and validating them. 

An amendment to the Lacey Act, regulating interstate commerce 
in game and other wildlife killed or snipped in violation of law, widens 
the scope of the act to include the importation into the United States 
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from a foreign country, of any wild animal or bird, or the dead body 
or part thereof, or the egg of any such bird, captured, killed, taken, or 
shipped or transported contrary to the law of the foreign country in 
which it was killed, captured, or taken, or from which it was shipped, 
transported, or carried. 

Another amendment to the Lacey Act confers upon any employee 
of the Department of Agriculture authorized to enforce the provisions 
of the act the power to arrest any person committing a violation of the 
act in his presence or view; to execute any warrant or other process 
issued by an officer or court of competent jurisdiction to enforce the 
provisions of the act; and to execute any warrant to search for and 
seize wild animals or birds, or the dead bodies or parts thereof, or the 
eggs of such birds, delivered, shipped, transported, or carried in 
violation of the act. 

An act approved June 15, 1935, provides that 25 percent of all 
money received during each fiscal year from the sale or disposition 
of surplus wildlife, or of timber, hay, or other spontaneous products 
of the soil, sand, shell, or gravel on refuges established under the 
Migratory Bird Conservation Act or by any other law, proclamation, 
or Executive order and administered by the Bureau of Biological 
Survey, shall be paid at the end of such year by the Secretary of the 
Treasury to the county or counties in which such refuges are located, 
for the benefit of the public schools and roads in such counties. 

Another act of Congress, approved June 15, 1935, appropriated 
$6,000,000 from funds unexpended from an appropriation of June 16, 
1933, to be available to the Secretary of Agriculture until expended, 
to enable him to acquire such lands as he may deem necessary for the 
restoration, rehabilitation, and protection of migratory waterfowl 
and other wildlife, and for the construction thereon of necessary 
buildings, dams, dikes, canals, and other works. 

Authorization was also given the President to make such allotments 
as he deems necessary, from emergency funds, for the acquisition of 
land or water for bird and animal refuges or sanctuaries, but thus far 
no funds from this source have been made available. 

An act to extend complete protection to the American (or bald) 
eagle, passed the Senate on June 25, 1935, but remained unreported 
from the Committee on Agriculture in the House, to which it was 
referred. 

FEDERAL REGULATIONS 

On February 2, 1935, the President approved an amendment to 
the Federal regulations under the Migratory Bird Treaty Act pro- 
viding that migratory game birds shall not be taken with or by means 
of an automatic-loading or hand-operated repeating shotgun capable 
of holding more than three shells, the magazine of which has not been 
cut off, or plugged with a one-piece metal or wooden filler incapable 
of removal through the loading end, so as to reduce the capacity of 
the gun to not more than three shells at one loading. The regulation 
was adopted as one means of checking the annually increasing kill of 
migratory game birds, and of reducing the losses caused by the wound- 
ing of birds that were irretrievable. The use of such guns has for a 
long time been prohibited in most of the Canadian Provinces and in 
some of the States. 

Amendments adopted and approved on July 30 and August 27, 
1935, to provide increased protection to migratory birds should prove 
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particularly effective as wildlife conservation measures. These 
amendments provide — 

(a) That migratory game birds may be taken from a blind, boat, or floating 
device (except a sinkbox (battery) , power boat, sailboat, or any floating craft or 
device towed by a power boat or sailboat) not more than 100 feet from the shore 
line as determined by ordinary high water, or not more than 100 feet from any 
natural growth or vegetation protruding above the water extending from or 
existing beyond such shore line. Scoters (sea coots) are excepted from the pro- 
visions of this regulation. 

(6) That waterfowl and mourning doves may not be taken with or by the aid 
of corn, wheat, pats, or other grain or products thereof, salt, or any kind of feed 
by whomsoever, or for whatsoever purpose, placed, deposited, distributed, 
scattered, or otherwise put out in any environment, whereby such waterfowl or 
doves are lured, attracted, or enticed to the hunter. In 1934 the taking of 
waterfowl and doves on baited premises was prohibited except under seasonal 
permits issued by the Bureau of Biological Survey. The 1935 amendment dis- 
cards the permit system and eliminates baiting entirely. 

(c) That the use, directly or indirectly, of live duck or goose decoys in the 
taking of waterfowl, is not permitted. 

(d) That the shooting hours for the hunting or taking of waterfowl, coots, 
and Wilson's snipe (jacksnipe), shall be from 7 a. m. to 4 p. m., standard time; 
and for rails (other than coot), woodcock, mourning doves, and band-tailed 
pigeons, from 7 a. m. to sunset. 

(e) That a person taking migratory game birds for scientific purposes, under 
permit, may not take them between 4 p. m. and 7 a. m. standard time, or in any 
manner or by any means not permitted by regulation 3. 

OPEN SEASONS 

Waterfowl, Wilson's snipe (jacksnipe), coot. — The "rest-day" or "lay-day" 
plan of providing an open season, adopted in 1934, was abandoned this year in 
favor of a straight 30-day season for all States. The United States was divided 
into north and south zones for the hunting of waterfowl, Wilson's snipe or 
jacksnipe, and coot. 

In the northern zone, embracing States north of and including Rhode Island, 
Connecticut, New York (including Long Island), Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana, 
Illinois, Missouri, Kansas, Colorado, Utah, and Nevada, the open season was 
fixed at October 21 to November 19, both dates inclusive. 

In the south zone, embracing all States south of those above named, the open 
season was fixed at November 20 to December 19, both dates inclusive. 

In Alaska, west of the one hundred forty-first meridian the season was fixed 
at September 1 to September 30, and east of that meridian at September 20 to 
October 19. 

Rails. — The general season on rails and gallinules, other than coot, remains 
September 1 to November 30, except in Washington and Massachusetts, where it 
is October 1 to November 30; in New York (including Long Island) and Wiscon- 
sin, October 21 to November 19; and Louisiana, November 1 to January 31. 

Woodcock. — Readjustments were made in the woodcock season in several 
States. The two zones heretofore existing in New York were abolished and a 
straight season of October 15 to November 14 was provided for the entire State, 
grouping it with New Jersey, Delaware, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana, and Iowa. 
Michigan was included in the group comprising Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, 
and North Dakota, the season being October 1 to October 31. In the remaining 
States in which an open season was provided the seasons remain unchanged. 

Doves. — Changes in the dove seasons find a regrouping of States, particularly 
in the South. Maryland, North Carolina, South Carolina, Louisiana, and Arizona 
have a straight season from September 21 to January 5, the split season heretofore 
applying in the Carolinas being eliminated. Delaware, Virginia, Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Arkansas, Oklahoma, and New Mexico have the season from Septem- 
ber 21 to December 15. In Texas the two zones established under State law 
are recognized, except that a few counties, or parts of counties lying north of the 
boundary line are given the same season as in the south zone, which is December 
1 to January 16; in the north zone it is September 21 to October 31. Alabama 
was given the season September 21 to January 5 except in the three southwestern 
counties, where the split season September 21 to September 30 and November 1 
to January 31 was provided. In California the season is September 21 to Sep- 
tember 30, except in three southern fish and game districts, where it runs to 
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October 31. In Georgia, Florida, and Mississippi split seasons were provided, 
the earlier season in Georgia being September 21 to October 20, in Florida Sep- 
tember 21 to September 30, and in Mississippi September 21 to October 5; the 
later season in all three States is November 20 to January 31. Notwithstanding 
the open seasons provided under Federal regulations, in some of the States the 
season will remain closed under State law. 

BAG AND POSSESSION LIMITS 

Under an amendment to regulation 5, the daily bag limits were materially re- 
duced, as follows: Ducks, from 12 to 10 in the aggregate of species on which there 
is an open season; coots, from 25 to 15; rails (except sora) and gallinules from 25 
in the aggregate to 15; jacksnipe from 20 to 15. Possession of more than 1 day's 
bag limit at any one time is not permitted, nor may a person ship, transport, or 
carry from one State to another more than 1 day's bag limit in 1 calendar week. 

The full text of the Migratory Bird Treaty Act, the Migratory Bird Hunting 
Stamp Act, and other Federal laws relating to wildlife is published in Service 
and Regulatory Announcements B. S.-82; the full text of the regulations under 
the Migratory Bird Treaty Act is published in Service and Regulatory Announce- 
ments B. S.-83. Copies of these can be obtained from the Bureau of Biological 
Survey upon request. 

STATE LEGISLATION 

Regular legislative sessions were held in 43 States, and special sessions in 
several others, at which legislation of importance to game conservation, and 
game-law administration was enacted. 

ADMINISTRATION 

An act of the Alabama Legislature approved August 12, 1935, abolished the 
Department of Game and Fisheries and created the Department of Conservation 
of Game, Fish, and Sea Foods and provided for appointment by the Governor of 
a commissioner of conservation for game, fish, and sea foods upon the expiration 
of the term of office of the present commissioner of game and fisheries. The act 
also provided for appointment of a conservation board of seven members, to be 
appointed by the Governor, to meet at the call of the commissioner and advise 
with him in the formulation of a wildlife policy, to fix open seasons, bag limits, 
and methods of taking, and to do all other things necessary to carry out the 
provisions of the act. 

In Arkansas the game and fish commission was increased from 5 to 7 members, 
and the commission authorized to adopt necessary rules and regulations and to 
fix seasons and bag limits. 

In Indiana the conservation department, under a "discretionary power" act, 
was authorized to suspend or abridge the open season, to modify or decrease bag 
limits, and to regulate the taking or killing of game whenever it may determine 
that a species is threatened with depletion or extermination. 

Connecticut authorized its board of fisheries and game to extend the hunting, 
fishing, or trapping seasons, to fix bag limits, and to control methods of taking 
when necessary. 

Florida provided for a commission of game and fresh-water fish, the five 
members to be appointed by the Governor, and vested it with all the powers and 
duties of the former game and fish commissioner. 

Maryland reverted to a conservation commission form of administration, pro- 
viding for a board of three members appointed by the Governor. The commis- 
sion was given power to restrict or suspend the provisions of law with respect to 
the taking of game or fish and to adopt regulations after due notice and public 
hearing. . . 

Nebraska enacted legislation providing that the game commission shall be 
operated under civil service. All employees are required to undergo oral and 
written examinations, selections to be made from an eligible list. Under the new 
law a director and chief conservation officer will administer the game and fish 
laws and act as secretary of the commission but will not be a member thereof or 
have a vote. The Governor will no longer be chairman of the commission, one 
of the members being chosen as such. 

New Hampshire provided for appointment by the Governor of a fish and 
game commission of five members. No power was vested in it to fix seasons or 
bag limits, its authority extending to law enforcement. The commission selects 
a director of fish and game. Another act of the legislature provides that no per- 
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son shall hunt, capture, or kill any migratory game bird except at such times 
and in such numbers as may be prescribed by Federal regulation, and makes the 
Federal regulations a part of the game laws of the State. 

Iowa provided for a conservation commission of seven members, and author- 
ized it to employ a conservation director. All the powers and duties vested in 
the State Board of Conservation were reinvested in the newly created commission. 

South Carolina provided for a game and fish commission of six members to be 
appointed by the Governor, the duties of the commission to be advisory to the 
State game warden. 

Tennessee adopted a model game law providing for a board of conservation 
for game, fish, and wildlife, composed of five members appointed by the Governor. 
The board, however, has no power to fix seasons or bag limits. It elects a direc- 
tor of game and fish conservation, who administers the State game and fish laws. 

Vermont authorized the Governor to appoint the three members of a newly 
created department of conservation and development, which consists of a fish and 
game service, a forest service, and a publicity service. A director of fish and game 
is appointed to be the responsible head of that service. No power to fix seasons 
and bag limits is vested in the department. 

Ohio provided for a conservation council with authority to establish rules and 
regulations for taking game, game birds, and fur-bearing animals, including 
power to fix seasons and bag limits. 

In Rhode Island there was established a division of fish and game under the 
department of agriculture and conservation, the director of which appoints the 
chief of the division of game. This division assumes all the duties heretofore 
performed by the commissioners of birds, and also the powers and duties of the 
former harbor commission. 

SEASONS 
BIG GAME 

Deer. — Idaho changed and lengthened deer season in 5 counties to open 
October 5 and close November 5 instead of November 15 to December 1, and 
in 2 counties to open October 5 and close November 10 instead of November 1 to 

30, and in 1 other county from October 20 to 24 to open October 20 and close 
October 30. Maine shortened the season in 1 county 10 days, opening November 
10 instead of November 1. Florida extended the season in 1 county to close 
February 1 instead of December 31. West Virginia provided a uniform opening 
date of November 11 for the hunting of all game except quail and migratory 
birds. Massachusetts provided a season in Nantucket County, December 2 to 7. 
Mississippi extended the season in 17 counties to open November 20 instead 
of December 15 and close January 1 instead of January 15, and in 1 county 
provided for only 3 shooting days a week during the same open period. In 2 
counties the season was opened from November 20 to January 1, and in 2 more 
it was changed from December 15 to 31 to December 1 to 16, except in 2 counties 
where the season November 1 to December 1 was prescribed. In New Mexico 
a restricted area was opened for 4 days to doe-deer hunting. North Carolina 
extended the season 17 days to close January 1 instead of December 15, except 
in 6 counties, where it was closed. North Dakota made the season November 16 
to 25 except in 18 counties and in part of 2 others. Oregon shortened the season 
2 days, to open September 22 instead of September 20. Pennsylvania shortened 
the season 5 days, opening December 2 instead of December 1 and closing Decem- 
ber 11 instead of December 15. A 3-day season (December 12 to 14) was pro- 
vided on antlerless deer in 12 counties. Wisconsin closed the season. Wyoming 
extended the season 5 days in 6 counties, closing November 5 instead of October 

31, and in 3 counties opened it October 15 instead of October 20; in 2 counties 
it was shortened 15 days, closing November 15 instead of November 30. The 
season was opened in 3 counties October 13 to 31 and closed in 4 additional 
counties. 

Bear. — Alabama shortened the season, to open November 1 instead of Septem- 
ber 1. Florida opened the season November 20 to December 31 in 1 county. 
West Virginia prohibited bear hunting with dogs during the deer season. ' North 
Carolina shortened the season 15 days throughout the State, closing January 1 
instead of January 15. Pennsylvania opened the season for 3 days. Virginia 
provided a State-wide season of November 15 to December 31 except in 2 counties 
where it was made the month of November. Wisconsin closed the season 
throughout the State.

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Moose. — In Maine the season was opened for 3 days — November 28 to 30. 
Wyoming closed 1 additional county, leaving an open season in 4 counties only. 

Elk. — Idaho changed the season in 1 county from November 15 to December 1 
to October 5 to November 10. Oregon extended the season 3 days in 5 counties, 
opening November 10 instead of November 5 and closing November 19 instead 
of November 11. Wyoming closed 2 counties while in 5 counties the season 
was extended 5 days, closing November 5 instead of October 31. 

Mountain goat. — Idaho changed the season from October 10 to 20 to October 
15 to 31. 

Mountain sheep. — Wyoming closed the season throughout the State. 

SMALL GAME 

Rabbits and squirrels. — Alabama changed season on squirrel in 10 counties 
from October 1-December 31 to November 1-January 31. Arizona closed on 
squirrels. Illinois and Indiana prescribed zone seasons on rabbits and squirrels. 
Massachusetts opened a season on gray squirrel in 2 counties, October 20 to 
November 20. New Hampshire made a squirrel season of October 1 to Novem- 
ber 1 and shortened the season on rabbits 1 month, closing February 1, instead of 
February 28. In New York the season on varying hare was changed from 
October 15- January 31 to October 28-December 31, and was closed in 2 addi- 
tional counties. The season on cottontail rabbits was shortened, to open October 
28 instead of October 15. North Carolina provided a State-wide rabbit season 
from November 26 to February 15 instead of the former zone seasons. In Ohio 
the squirrel season was changed from September 15-October 1 to October 1-15. 
Oregon closed the State to silver-gray squirrel hunting except in 8 counties, where 
a season from August 15 to November 1 was provided. West Virginia provided 
a split season on squirrel — September 16-30 and November 1 1-December 25. 

Raccoon, opossum. — West Virginia closed the season in 11 counties on raccoon, 
and North Carolina extended the season on raccoon and opossum, opening 
October 1 instead of November 1 and closing February 1 instead of January 31. 

GAME BIRDS 

Quail. — Massachusetts fixed the season October 20 to November 20 in 2 
counties formerly closed. Missouri opened the season in 10 counties and closed 
it in 4, while in 1 county it was extended, opening November 10 instead of Decem- 
ber 1 and closing December 31. In North Carolina a State- wide season from 
November 26 to February 15 supersedes the former zone seasons. Oregon pro- 
vided a State- wide season from October 13 to 31, except in 8 counties, where the 
season remains closed. 

Pheasant. — Kentucky closed the season on introduced pheasant. Indiana 
opened on male pheasant, November 10 to 14. Minnesota provided a split 
season in 51 counties — October 19-27 and November 9-19, instead of the former 
straight season from October 20 to November 4. In Massachusetts the season 
was opened on male birds in 2 counties, October 20 to November 20. Michigan 
reduced the season in the Lower Peninsula to 13 days. In New Hampshire the 
season was extended 5 days, closing November 11 instead of November 6, except 
in 2 counties where it remains closed. New Mexico opened the season for 2 
days—October 20-21. New York extended the season from October 29-Novem- 
ber 3 to October 25-November 9, and in North Dakota the season was changed 
from October 20-November 2 to October 15-November 1. 

Turkey. — North Carolina adopted a State-wide season of November 26 to 
February 1, except in 4 counties that remained closed, instead of the former 
zone seasons. Pennsylvania closed 3 additional counties, thus making a closed 
season in 22 counties. 

Grouse and Hungarian partridge. — Indiana closed the season on ruffed grouse, 
and opened one on Hungarian partridge from November 10 to December 20. 
In the Lower Peninsula of Michigan the 31-day season on ruffed grouse, sharp- 
tailed grouse, and Hungarian partridge was reduced to 13 days in the counties 
having an open season. Minnesota closed on ruffed grouse, while Massachu- 
setts opened in 2 additional counties, October 20 to November 20. North 
Carolina made the ruffed-grouse season November 20 to December 15. North 
Dakota closed the season on Hungarian partridge and extended the ruffed- 
grouse season in 4 counties, to open October 7 instead of September 28 and 
close October 16 instead of October 4. Oregon provided a general opening date 
of October 13 instead of October 15 on upland birds (except quail) with some 
purely local exceptions. 
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In Minnesota, South Carolina, Tennessee, Virginia, Wisconsin, and Wyoming 
a number of adjustments, purely local in character, were made in the seasons on 
upland game birds and animals, the details of which may be found under the 
respective States. 

LICENSES 

Arizona prescribed a general hunting and fishing license for residents, $3.50; a 
small-game and fishing license, $2.50; and an alien hunting and fishing license, 
$25. Delaware provided for a 5-day hunting and fishing license for nonresidents, 
costing $5.50, and increased the resident license fee from $1.10 to $1.25. Florida 
provided a 10-day license for nonresidents, costing $10.50, and reduced the State- 
wide resident license from $8 to $5.50. Iowa adopted a general resident hunting 
license, $1; and a combined hunting and fishing license, $1.50. Heretofore 
residents more than 16 years old paid $2 and those under 16 only $1, while the 
combined hunting and fishing license was $2.50. Maine increased the resident 
hunting and fishing license fee from $1.15 to $2.15, and the resident hunting 
license fee from $.65 to $1.15. 

BAG LIMITS 

In Michigan the seasonal limit on pheasant was increased from 4 to 6, and on 
ruffed grouse and prairie chicken combined, from 10 to 25. New Hampshire 
reduced the daily bag on ruffed grouse from 5 to 4. Reductions in the daily 
bag on all migratory game birds were effected by changes in the Federal 
regulations. 

OTHER LEGISLATION 

The State law prohibiting Sunday hunting was repealed in Kansas. 

The use of automatic-loading or hand-operated repeating shotguns capable 
of carrying more than three shells in the taking of any game was prohibited in 
Tennessee. 

PROVINCIAL LEGISLATION 

BIG GAME 

In British Columbia the season on male mountain sheep north of the fifty- 
sixth parallel, in the eastern district, was fixed at August 15 to November 15, while 
in the rest of the district it remained as heretofore, September 1 to November 15. 

In Manitoba the season on caribou, moose, and deer was shortened north of the 
fifty-third parallel, to open October 1 instead of November 15, and close October 
15 instead of December 5. South of that parallel a straight season, November 25 
to December 5 was provided, instead of the former split season, September 25- 
October 15 and November 15- December 5. 

Northwest Territories fixed a season on polar bears from October 1 to May 31. 

In Ontario the season on deer and bull moose north of French and Mattawa 
Rivers was shortened, to open October 25 instead of October 20. 

Quebec provided a general closing date of November 30 for bull moose and 
caribou, instead of December 31, and shortened the deer season, to close October 
31 instead of November 30. 

GAME BIRDS 

Alberta shortened the season on sharp-tailed grouse north of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway to 10 days — October 1 to 10. Heretofore the season extended 
through the entire month, and south of the railway it was closed. 

Nova Scotia closed the season on ruffed grouse, and Saskatchewan shortened 
it, to close October 15 instead of October 31. 

Under Dominion regulations, the seasons on ducks, geese, and coots in two 
districts in British Columbia were extended, to close December 15 instead of 
November 30, while the season on band-tailed pigeon was extended to open 
September 7 instead of September 8 and to close October 20 instead of October 15. 

In Manitoba, the season on ducks, geese, coots, and rails north of the fifty- 
third parallel was shortened, opening September 10 instead of September 1, and 
closing October 31 instead of November 30. 

In Nova Scotia the general season on woodcock and jacksnipe was shortened, 
to close November 15 instead of January 15. 

In Ontario, north of French and Mattawa Rivers the season on ducks, geese, 
brant, rails, and coots was shortened, to open September 15 instead of September 
1, and close November 30 instead of December 15; south of those rivers the season 
was shortened to open October 1, instead of September 15, and close November 30 
instead of December 15. 
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SUMMARY OF LAWS RELATING TO SEASONS, LICENSES, 
LIMITS, POSSESSION, TRANSPORTATION, AND SALE 

GENERAL INFORMATION 

Persons are advised to obtain from State game commissioners the 
full text of game laws in States where hunting is contemplated. (See 
list on p. 37.) They should also obtain information from the Bureau 
of Biological Survey or State game departments regarding the exist- 
ence of Federal and State game and bird refuges in areas in which they 
contemplate hunting, as the location of refuges and the restrictions 
regarding hunting thereon are not included in this bulletin. 

OPEN-SEASON DATES 

The dates of open seasons for migratory game birds shown under 
the various States and Provinces are the times when these birds may 
be hunted without violating either State or Provincial laws or Federal 
or Canadian regulations. 

In stating the open season the plan has been followed of including 
the first and last days thereof. The difficulty of attaining absolute 
accuracy in a statement of the seasons is great, but summaries have 
been submitted to the proper State or Provincial game officials for 
correction and approval, and the dates as stated are believed to be 
free from material errors. 

BEST DAYS 

Under the laws of some States certain days of the week constitute 
rest days, or close seasons during the period when hunting is permitted. 
Persons contemplating shooting trips should inform themselves of 
the provisions of State law in this respect. 

FURTHER RESTRICTIONS BY STATES 

The States may shorten the open seasons fixed by Federal regula- 
tions on migratory birds, reduce the bag limits, prohibit export, 
restrict the period during which migratory birds may be possessed in 
close season, or make other laws or regulations to give further protec- 
tion to such birds, but may not lengthen the open season, increase 
the bag limit, permit sale, or otherwise lessen the protection afforded 
by Federal law.

All shipments must be marked with names and 
addresses of consignor and consignee and number 
of each kind of game contained therein.
